T.l. talks about reality show, facing prison

NEW YORK - Musically, 
T.I.’s has had nothing but 
success lately. His latest CD, 
“Paper Trail,” hit No. 1 on 
the Billboard charts, and was 
accompanied by two No. 1 
singles to match that. He’s 
also won a number of awards 
— including a Grammy this 
month. But the rapper also has 
a big challenge on the horizon. 
In March, the 2 8-year-old, 
whose real name is Clifford 
Harris, faces about a year in 
prison after pleading guilty to 
federal weapons charges. As 
part of a plea deal, he agreed 
to also complete 1,000 hours 
of community service. 

On Tuesday, MTV will debut 
“T.L’s Road to Redemption: 45 
Days to Go,” which chronicles 
the rapper’s attempts to help 
others avoid the mistakes he’s 
made in the past. 

AP: What’s been the highlight 
of the new show? 

T.L: I guess the best part would 
be taking a very negative in a 
very negative time period in 
my life and turning it into a 
positive (one). 

AP: Did you feel like the 
teenagers you helped got the 
message? 

T.L: I did. Especially after the 
fact, reaching back out to them 
seeing how they maintained 
that progress. I was very 
surprised. ... It’s real, it’s not 
anything that’s made up, it’s 
real talk, so if you want to 
get a message it’s there for 
you to receive. If you block 
the message out, then you’re 
going to have to pay for that. 
AP: What was most 

challenging part when 
mentoring the teenagers? 

T.L: I guess the hardest part 
would be explaining to them 
how they’re supposed to go 
against what they consider 
to be the only thing that they 
know and why. It’s not easy 
to go against your natural gut 
feeling or your instinctive 
behavior. And to reprogram 
that, you have to have an 
incredible amount of logic, 
motivation and hope. 

AP: How did you balance the 
community service and your 
busy music career? 

T.L: It was challenging, but 
as everything else in my 
career and in my life has 


been, nothing has been a 
complete walk in the park. It 
was always an uphill battle so 
this was no different. We set 
a goal (and) we mapped out 
a realistic, strategic plan of 
accomplishing that goal. 

AP: I heard there’s a possibility 
you could do less time. Can 
you talk some more about 
this? 


T.L: If it is a possibility, I 
haven’t heard a thing about 
it. But I didn’t really do it 
for that. Of course I’m not 
looking forward to it, I’m 
not ecstatic about it, but I am 
looking forward to putting this 
part of my life behind me and 
moving forward. I just felt like 
me helping people would take 
the attention away from me 


and give me something else to 
focus on. 

AP: Going into jail, what kind 
of mindset do you have now? 
T.L: The mindset I have is the 
sooner I get started the sooner 
I get finished. □

Wrigley suspends Chris Brown, Rihanna silent

LOS ANGELES (Reuters) - 
Chewing gum makers Wrigley 
on Monday suspended a 
commercial featuring Chris 
Brown after the popular 
R&B singer was arrested 
on suspicion of attacking a 
woman widely reported to be 
his singer girlfriend Rihanna. 
The clean-cut Brown, 19, one 
of the fastest-rising stars of 
the last two years, was free 
on $50,000 bail, a day after 
the couple hurriedly canceled 
separate performances at 
the Grammy Awards in Los 
Angeles. 


Both the Brown and Rihanna 
camps were silent on Monday. 
Police sources told the Los 
Angeles Times and celebrity 
Web site TMZ.com that the 
woman who reported she 
had been attacked by Brown 
in the early house of Sunday 
was 20-year-old Rihanna, 
singer of hits “Umbrella” and 
“Disturbia.” 

Wrigley said in a statement it 
was “concerned by the serious 
allegations” made against 
Brown, who was booked by 
police on suspicion of making 
a felony criminal threat. 

The company said that while 


Brown should be afforded due 
legal process “we have made 
the decision to suspend the 
current advertising featuring 
Brown...until the matter is 
resolved.” 

Brown, who was competing 
against Rihanna in a Grammy 
category, was a spokesman for 
Doublemint gum and his hit 
song “Forever” was part of 
that advertising campaign. 

The incident appeared to be out 
of character for Brown, who 
has been dating Barbados-born 
Rihanna for about a year and 
helped produce her album. 

She was variously reported

to have been left bruised, 
bleeding and even bitten in 
the attack, which took place 
shortly after she and Brown 
left a pre-Grammy party in 
Beverly Hills on Saturday 
night. 

Police said the woman 
“suffered visible injuries” in 
the incident, which started in 
a car and continued as both 
parties got out. 

Los Angeles prosecutors 
are considering whether to 
formally charge Brown, who 
could face up to three years 


in prison if convicted, legal 
sources said. 

Celebrity Web siteRadaronline 
quoted an unidentified 
eyewitness who said she had 
seen Rihanna being treated 
at the Cedars-Sinai Medical 
Center on Saturday. 

“Rihanna was clearly very 
upset by what happened and 
I could hear her screaming. 
Rihanna was trying to get her 
point across about something. 
She sounded like she was 
crying,” the eyewitness told 
Radaronline. com. □

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Stocks end mixed as investors look to Washington

NEW YORK - Investors are 
waiting for Washington to 
make the next move. 

Stocks ended a quiet session 
with only modest changes 
Monday as Wall Street sought 
details of how the government 
will reshape a rescue plan 
for the financial industry. 
Investors are also watching 
as political leaders scramble 
to put together an economic 
stimulus program. 

The market is awaiting a 
Tuesday speech by Treasury 
Secretary Timothy Geithner 
outlining President Barack 
Obama’s plan to overhaul the 
government’s $700 billion 
financial bailout package. 
Congress passed the measure 
last fall as the credit markets 
began to seize up on fears 
about rising levels of bad debt. 
Geithner had been scheduled 
to announce the plan Monday, 
but the White House pushed 
back the speech to focus on 
the stimulus bill. 

The Senate is expected to pass 
an $827 billion stimulus bill 
on Tuesday. The government, 
however, still faces the 
challenge of reconciling the 
Senate bill with the House’s 
$819 billion version that 
passed earlier. Republicans 
and Democrats have been at 


(Brendan McDermid/Reuters) 
odds over the plan, which 
is designed to help pull the 
economy out of the worst 
recession in decades. The 
Obama administration is still 
pressing to have the stimulus 
measure on the president’s 
desk for signing by the middle 
of this month. 

Federal Reserve Chairman 
Ben Bernanke is also expected 
to testify Tuesday at a House 
Financial Services Committee 
hearing on the central bank’s 
efforts to revive lending during 
the financial crisis. 

Investors were hesitant to make 
big moves with so much news 
expected from Washington in 
the coming days. 

“We saw a lot of buying ahead 
of the announcements,” said 
Chris Johnson, president of 
Johnson Research Group. 
“Investors are simply biding 
their time to see if those 
expectations are going to be 
met.” 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average fell 9.72, or 0.12 
percent, to 8,270.87. The blue 
chips fluctuated between gains 
and losses 49 times during the 
session. 

Broader stock indicators 
were mixed after a big rally 
last week. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index rose 1.29, or 
0.15 percent, to 869.89, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 


slipped 0.15, or 0.01 percent, 
to 1,591.56. 

The Russell 2000 index of 
smaller companies fell 2.76, 
or 0.59 percent, to 467.94. 
Gainers outnumbered losers 
by about 8 to 7 on the New 
York Stock Exchange, where 
volume came to a light 1.26 
billion shares. 

On Friday, the market 
largely overlooked a horrible 
jobs report and rallied in 
anticipation of the stimulus bill 
and changes to the financial 
bailout. The Fabor Department 
said U.S. employers slashed 
598,000 jobs in January. That 
left the unemployment rate at 


7.6 percent, the highest level 
since late 1992. 

The Dow industrials ended last 
week up 3.5 percent, the S&P 
500 index rose 5.2 percent and 
the Nasdaq posted a huge 7.8 
percent gain. 

“Given that we had a good 
two-day rally and a strong 
performance last week, it’s 
not surprising that we would 
see some softness,” said Alan 
Gayle, senior investment 
strategist at RidgeWorth 
Investments. “There is a tug of 
war between the problems that 
we know are in front of us and 
the promise that is expected 
between the bank rescue 


package and the stimulus 
plan.” 

Bond prices ended mixed. 
The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, was 
unchanged at 2.99 percent from 
late Friday. The yield on the 
three-month T-bill, considered 
one of the safest investments, 
rose to 0.32 percent from 0.27 
percent late Friday. 

The dollar was mixed against 
other major currencies. Gold 
prices fell. 

Fight, sweet crude fell 61 cents 
to settle at $39.56 a barrel on 
the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. □ 


Pfizer to disclose payments to doctors next year

TRENTON, N.J. - Pfizer Inc., the world’s 
biggest drugmaker, said Monday it will begin 
disclosing all sizable payments it makes to 
doctors, including those who test experimental 
drugs in people, a first for the industry. 

The disclosures would begin early next year 
and are planned to include all payments 
to medical personnel who prescribe drugs 
— doctors, physician’s assistants and nurse- 
practitioners — exceeding $500 in a year, 
the New York-based company told The 
Associated Press. 

The move comes after introduction last month 
of legislation to require such disclosures, and 
revelations of astronomical payments to some 
doctors that were not revealed to universities 
and hospitals that employed them. 

“It’s very important that we earn the trust 
of patients and the public,” Pfizer Chief 
Executive Jeffrey Kindler said in an interview 
from Chicago, where he planned to announce 
the new initiative at an economics conference 
Monday evening. “People ... have come to 
various misapprehensions about what these 
payments are about.” 

He said medical research requires such 
collaborations between industry, doctors 
and academia. Last year, Pfizer worked with 
nearly 8,000 investigators. 

The initiative will also include payments to 
universities and research sites involved in 
clinical research, and will cover non-financial 
gifts to doctors such as meals, travel expenses, 
textbooks and anatomical models. It’s one of 
several by Pfizer in recent years to disclose 


more information about its operations and 
financial ties to politicians and outside 
groups. 

Consumer groups, politicians and others 
increasingly have been criticizing industry 
payments to doctors who promote a particular 
drug brand to colleagues, provide consulting 
services to drugmakers or work on human 
tests of experimental drugs, yet don’t disclose 
that they are receiving tens of thousands of 
dollars — even millions, in rare cases — for 
those services. 

A handful of drugmakers, including Merck 
& Co. and Eli Lilly & Co., have recently 
announced plans to disclose payments for 
consulting, giving speeches and the like. 
Pfizer is the first company to add payments 
to doctors who work on clinical studies, write 
up reports for medical journals on them and 
otherwise provide behind-the-scenes support 
for getting an experimental drug approved by 
regulators. 

Some industry critics — but not all — praised 
the move. 

Sen. Charles Grassley, the ranking Republican 
on the Senate Finance Committee and co¬ 
sponsor of a bill introduced last month to 
require such disclosures by drug and medical 
device makers, called the Pfizer news a tribute 
to how far the reform movement has come. 
“There’s so much public money and public 
trust at stake with the financial relationships 
between the pharmaceutical industry on one 
end and the practice of medicine on the other 
end, that the public has a right to know what 
those relationships are,” Grassley said in a 
statement. □ 
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PRIDE OF THE YANKEES

Let’s start where journalists usually begin. There are no 
anecdotes about Judd Gregg. 

He’s bland, colorless, nearly humorless. He looks like Ichabod 
Crane. He is not given to flights of verbal majesty, or even 
to normal conversation. He’s from the same state as Daniel 
Webster and Robert Frost but without the rhetorical lift of 
either Black Dan’l, who sometimes declaimed for hours, or the 
poet, who wrote 11 volumes of verse. He also is not a swinger 
of birches. Most definitely not a swinger of birches. 

But he is, or soon will be, the secretary of commerce. President 
Barack Obama selected him last week — the third Republican 
in his Cabinet — and in choosing the senior senator from New 
Hampshire he inadvertently brought to a close more than a 
century of an important, though quiet, cultural and electoral 
phenomenon. 

Flinty New England conservative, R.I.P. 

When commentators bemoan the eclipse of a potent strain of 
New England Republicanism, they’re usually talking about 
left-leaning moderates or liberals, men in the mold of Lowell 
P. Weicker Jr. of Connecticut and Edward W. Brooke of 
Massachusetts (both still alive), women in the mold of Olympia 
Snowe and Susan Collins of Maine (both still in office). 
They’re an endangered species, but Gregg is from a different 
genus entirely. He’s from a line of men with huge Adams’ 
apples and no small talk — one of them, Rep. Perkins Bass, the 
son of a governor and father of a House member, was known, 
approvingly, as “small-mouth Bass” — who have now faded 
from public view. Gregg is the last one, the lineal descendant 
of Charles Tobey, John G. Winant, Styles Bridges, Robert O. 
Blood, Sherman Adams, Norris Cotton, Lane Dwinell, Walter 
Peterson and his own father, Hugh Gregg. 

They all served a term or two as governor (excepting Cotton, 
who served only in the House and Senate), never imposing 
a sales or income tax, never even thinking of it, and some of 
them went off to Washington, where their deep silences, which 
matched the mountain fastnesses of their home state, unnerved 
the panjandrums of the capital and, in some cases, terrified 
them. These were party men, to be sure, but you never, ever, 
saw them at a party. 

They tended to be lanky and lean. They looked like they wore 
the same sports jacket (brown tweed, a little worn around the 
edges) and shopped at the same two stores (McQuaid’s on 
Elm Street in Manchester and Campion’s on Main Street in 
Hanover, both sadly now out of business but whose wares 
still sit comfortably in the closet of the executive editor of 
the Pittsburgh Post-Gazette). It suited these men even better 
if these jackets were purchased in college, and in some cases 
they almost certainly were. Q 



More Bipartisanship, less Stimulus

The Nation — Determined to pass something in 
the way of a stimulus package, Senate Democrats 
on Friday bartered away key elements of the 
more robust plan approved by the House. 

Senate Majority Leader Harry Reid, D-Nevada, 
and his caucus colleagues got what is being 
called a “bipartisan agreement.” But this is not a 
case of less being more. 

The Senate’s $780 billion plan is still a budget 
buster. 

It’s just not focused on spending as much of the 
money as the House sought to on renewing the 
economy. 

In order to get the votes of two Republican 
(Maine’s Susan Collins and Pennsylvania’s Arlen 
Specter) and perhaps another (Mainer Olympia 
Snowe) that were needed to undermine the threat 
of a GOP filibuster, Reid surrendered $86 billion 
is proposed stimulus spending. In doing so, the 
Democrats agreed to cut not just fat but bone, and 
to warp the focus and intent of the legislation. 
The Senate plan is dramatically more weighted 
than the House bill toward tax cuts (which 
account for more than 40 percent of the overall 
cost of the package). 

This is despite the fact that there is a growing 
consensus — among even conservative economists 
and policy makers — that tax cuts will do little or 
nothing to stimulate job creation in a country that 
lost almost 600,000 positions in January alone. 
As French President Nicolas Sarkozy, no liberal, 
said Friday of countries that opt for tax cuts rather 
than stimulus: The approach “will bring them 
nothing” in the way of economic regeneration. 
The Senate’s increased emphasis on tax cuts 
comes at the expense of the aggressive spending 
in key areas that might actually get a stalled 
economy moving. 

Spending for school construction that would 
actually have put people to work — while at the 
same time investing in the future — has been 
slashed. (Almost $20 billion slated for school 
construction is gone.) 

Money for Superfund cleanup, Head Start and 
Early Start child care, energy efficiency initiatives 
and historic preservation projects — all of which 
create or maintain existing jobs — has been cut. 
Supplemental transportation funding has been 
hacked. 

The House’s proposal to help unemployed 


Americans maintain their health benefits has 
been chopped down. 

Axed, as well, has been $90 million that was 
to have been allocated to plan for and manage 
a potential flu pandemic that economists and 
public health experts worry could shutter 
remaining businesses, bring the economy to a 
complete standstill and throw the country into a 
deep depression. 

The bottom line is that, under the Senate plan: 

* States will get less aid. 

* Schools will get less help. 

* Job creation programs will be less well 
funded. 

* Preparations to combat potential public health 
disasters — which could put the final nail in the 
economy’s coffin — will not be made. 

In every sense, the Senate plan moves in the 
wrong direction. 

At a time when smart economists are saying that 
a bigger, bolder stimulus plan is needed, Senate 
Democrats and a few moderate Republicans have 
agreed to a smaller, weaker initiative. 

And Republicans are still delaying passage. It 
could be Sunday, even Monday, before a vote is 
taken. And who knows what more will be lost - 
- in time and stimulus spending before President 
Obama signs a bill. 

These are the fruits of bipartisan fantasies and the 
compromises that follow upon them. President 
Obama, who should have been on television 
addressing the nation and doing everything in his 
power to rally support for a sufficient stimulus 
plan, will be lucky if he gets anything by the 
President’s Day deadline he set. (Even after the 
Senate measure passes, a difficult process of 
reconciling the very different House and Senate 
bills must take place. Then there will be more 
votes before any legislation gets to the president’s 
desk.) 

The White House still wants to advance this 
measure, as do Senate Democratic leaders. 
And, considering the urgency of the moment, 
they are probably right to try to do something. 
But if the final “stimulus package” proves to be 
insufficient to jump start the economy — and if 
what is left of public confidence in the prospect 
of turnaround collapses as a result — this Friday 
night compromise will be remembered with 
pained regret. Q

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Stimulus bill narrowly survives Senate test vote

WASHINGTON - An $838 
billion economic stimulus bill 
backed by the White House 
narrowly advanced in the 
Senate on Monday over strong 
Republican opposition, and 
Democratic leaders vowed 
to deliver the emergency 
legislation for President 
Barack Obama’s signature 
within a few days. 

The vote was 61-36, one 
more than the 60 needed to 
move the measure toward 
Senate passage on Tuesday. 
That in turn, will set the 
stage for possibly contentious 
negotiations with the House 
on a final compromise on 
legislation the president says 
is desperately needed to tackle 
the worst economic crisis in 
more than a generation. 

The Senate vote occurred as 
the Obama administration 
moved ahead on another key 
component of its economic 
recovery plan. Officials said 
Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner would outline rules 
on Tuesday for $350 billion 
in bailout funds designed to 
help the financial industry as 
well as homeowners facing 
foreclosure. 

Monday’s vote was close but 
scarcely in doubt once the 
White House and Democratic 
leaders agreed to trim about 
$100 billion on Friday. 

As a result, Republican Sens. 
Susan Collins and Olympia 
Snowe of Maine and Arlen 
Specter of Pennsylvania 
broke ranks to cast their votes 
to advance the bill. 

Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D- 
Mass., battling a brain tumor, 
made his first appearance in 
the Capitol since suffering 
a seizure on Inauguration 
Day, and he joined all other 
Democrats in support of the 
measure. 

“There is no reason we can’t 
do this by the end of the 
week,” said Majority Leader 
Harry Reid of Nevada. As 
House Speaker Nancy Pelosi

has said, he declared he was 
prepared to hold the Senate 
in session into the Presidents 
Day weekend if necessary, and 
cautioned Republicans not to 
try and delay final progress. 

He said passage would mark 
“the first step on the long road 
to recovery.” 

Moments before the vote, the 
Congressional Budget Office 
issued a new estimate that 
put the cost at $838 billion, 
an increase from the $827 
billion figure from last week. 

Ironically, the agency said 
provisions in the bill intended 
to limit bonuses to executives 
at firms receiving federal 
bailout money would result 
in lower tax revenues for the 
government. 

“This bill has the votes to pass. 

We know that,” conceded Sen. 

John Thune, a South Dakota 
Republican who has spoken 
daily in the Senate against the 
legislation.

Death toll in Australian 
wildfires rises past 170

WHITTLESEA, Australia - Disaster teams found charred 
bodies on roadsides and in crashed cars — grim signs of the 
futile attempt to flee raging wildfires fed by 60 mph winds, 
record heat and drought that caught even fire-savvy Australians 
by surprise. 

As the death toll rose Tuesday to 173 in Australia’s worst 
wildfire disaster, suspicions that some of the 400 blazes were 
caused by arson led police to declare crime scenes in some of 
the incinerated towns, Victoria police said. 

The fires near Melbourne in southeastern Australia destroyed 
more than 750 homes, left 5,000 people homeless, and burned 
1,100 square miles of land, the Victoria Country Fire Service 
said. 

Whole forests were reduced to leafless, charred trunks. 
Farmland was in ashes. 

The scale of the disaster shocked a nation that endures deadly 
firestorms every few years. Officials said panic and the freight- 
train speed of the walls of flames probably accounted for the 
unusually high death toll. 

“It was very quick and ferocious and took everyone by surprise,” 
said Jack Barber, who with his wife, a neighbor, six cats and 
a dog sought refuge with five other people on a cricket field 
surrounded by trees in Kinglake. 

“All around us was 100-foot flames ringing the oval, and we 
ran where the wind wasn’t. It was swirling all over the place,”

he said. “For three hours, we dodged the wind.” 

Firefighters battled more than a dozen blazes that burned out 
of control across Victoria state, although conditions were much 
cooler than Saturday. Forecasters said temperatures would rise 
later this week, posing a risk of flare-ups. 

Blazes have been burning for weeks across several states in 
southern Australia, common for time of year. But the worst 
drought in a century in the south had left forests extra dry, and 
Saturday’s temperature was 117 degrees, the relative humidity 
was 7 percent, and the wind was gusting to 50 mph.

secrets and data. 

Obama said former Bush 
administration aide Melissa 
Hathaway will head the effort 
to examine all the government 
plans, programs and activities 
under way to manage massive 
amounts of data — everything 
from passport application 
to tax records, personal tax 
returns to national security 
documents. 

A failure or attack on that 
infrastructure could harm 
the country by, for example, 
shutting down the nation’s 
airlines or crashing the stock 


market. 

“The national security and 
economic health of the United 
States depend on the security, 
stability and integrity of our 
nation’s cyberspace, both in 
the public and private sectors,” 
said John Brennan, Obama’s 
top adviser for counterterrorism 
and homeland security. “The 
president is confident that we 
can protect our nation’s critical 
cyber infrastructure while at 
the same time adhering to the 
rule of law and safeguarding 
privacy rights and civil 
liberties.” 


Obama — as a candidate 
— was critical of President 
George W. Bush’s efforts to 
protect this information. He 
compared cyber threats to 
nuclear or biological attacks 
on the country and pledged 
a cybersecurity adviser who 
would report directly to him. 
Between his election and 
inauguration, Obama tasked 
aides with looking at the 
proposal. Some advised him 
to keep his pledge for a czar, 
while others advocated it go 
to the Homeland Security 
Department. □

Mexican drug violence 
spills over into the U.S.

Just as government officials had 
feared, the drug violence raging 
in Mexico is spilling over into 
the United States. 

U.S. authorities are reporting a 
spike in killings, kidnappings 
and home invasions connected 
to Mexico’s murderous cartels. 
And to some policymakers’ 
surprise, much of the violence 
is happening not in towns 
along the border, where it was 
assumed the bloodshed would 
spread, but a considerable 
distance away, in places such 
as Phoenix and Atlanta. 
Investigators fear the violence 
could erupt elsewhere around 
the country because the Mexican 
cartels are believed to have set 
up drug-dealing operations all 
over the U.S., in such far-flung 
places as Anchorage, Alaska; 
Boston; and Sioux Falls, S.D. 
“The violence follows the 
drugs,” said David Cuthbertson, 
agent in charge of the FBI’s 
office in the border city of El 
Paso, Texas. 

The violence takes many forms: 
Drug customers who owe 
money are kidnapped until they 
pay up. Cartel employees who 
don’t deliver the goods or turn 
over the profits are disciplined 
through beatings, kidnappings 
or worse. And drug smugglers 
kidnap illegal immigrants in 
clashes with human smugglers 
over the use of secret routes 
from Mexico. 

So far, the violence is nowhere 
near as grisly as the mayhem in 
Mexico, which has witnessed 
beheadings, assassinations of 
police officers and soldiers, 
and mass killings in which the 
bodies were arranged to send a 
message. But law enforcement 
officials worry the violence on 
this side could escalate. 

“They are capable of doing 
about anything,” said Rusty 
Payne, a Drug Enforcement 
Administration spokesman in 
Washington. “When you are 
willing to chop heads off, put 
them in an ice chest and drop 
them off at a police precinct, 
or roll a head into a disco, put 
beheadings on YouTube as 
a warning,” very little is off 
limits. 

In an apartment near 
Birmingham, Ala., police found 


five men with their throats slit 
in August. They had apparently 
been tortured with electric 
shocks before being killed in 
a murder-for-hire orchestrated 
by a Mexican drug organization 
over a drug debt of about 
$400,000. 

In Phoenix, 150 miles north 
of the Mexican border, police 
have reported a sharp increase 
in kidnappings and home 
invasions, with about 350 each 
year for the last two years, 
and say the majority were 
committed at the behest of the 
Mexican drug gangs. 

In June, heavily armed men 
stormed a Phoenix house and 
fired randomly, killing one 
person. Police believe it was 
the work of Mexican drug 
organizations. 

Authorities in Atlanta are also 
seeing an increase in drug- 
related kidnappings tied to 
Mexican cartels. Estimates 
of how many such crimes are 
being committed are hard to 
come by because many victims 
are connected to the cartels and 
unwilling to go to the police, 
said Rodney G. Benson, DEA 
agent in charge in Atlanta. 
Agents said they have rarely 
seen such brutality in the U.S. 
since the “Miami Vice” years 
of the 1980s, when Colombian 
cartels had the comer on the 
cocaine market in Florida. 

Last summer, Atlanta-area 
police found a Dominican 
man who had been beaten,

bound, gagged and chained to 
a wall in a quiet, middle-class 
neighborhood in Lilbum, Ga. 
The 31-year-old Rhode Island 
resident owed $300,000 to 
Mexico’s Gulf Cartel, Benson 
said. 

The Gulf Cartel, based in 
Matamoros just south of the 
Texas border, is one of the 
most mthless of the Mexican 
organizations that deal dmgs 
such as cocaine, marijuana, 
methamphetamine and heroin. 
“He was shackled to a wall and 
one suspect had an AK-47. The 
guy was in bad shape,” Benson 
said. “I have no doubt in my 
mind if that ransom wasn’t paid, 
he was going to be killed.” 

In July, Atlanta-area police shot 
and killed a suspected kidnapper 
while he was trying to pick up a 
$2 million ransom owed to his 
cartel bosses, Benson said. 

State and federal governments 
have sent millions of dollars 
to local law enforcement along 
the Mexican border to help fend 
off spillover dmg crime. But 
investigators believe Arizona 
and Atlanta are seeing the worst 
of the violence because they are 
major dmg distribution hubs 
thanks to their webs of interstate 
highways. 

In fact, dmg officials have 
dubbed Atlanta “the new 
Southwest border,” said Jack 
Killorin, a former federal dmg 
agent and director of the Atlanta 
region’s High Intensity Drug 
Trafficking Area task force.Q

As if to underscore its prospects 
for passage, the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce, a prominent 
and powerful business group, 
issued a statement calling 
on the Senate to advance the 
measure. 

Even so, in the hours before 


Monday’s vote, Republican 
opponents attacked it as too 
costly and unlikely to have the 
desired effect on the economy. 
“This is a spending bill, not a 
stimulus bill,” said Sen. Lamar 
Alexander, R-Tenn. 

Sen. Mike Enzi, R-Wyo., 
ridiculed the bill. “The 
emperor has no clothes!

Em 
referring to this additional 
bailout, this spending bill 
that spends everything we’ve 
got on nothing we are sure 
about.” 

All 36 votes in opposition 
were cast by Republicans. 

The two remaining versions 
of the legislation are relatively 


close in size — $838 billion in 
the Senate and $819 billion in 
the House, and are similar in 
many respects. 

Both include Obama’s call for a 
tax cut for lower-income wage 
earners, as well as billions for 
unemployment benefits, food 
stamps, health care and other 
programs to help victims of 
the worst recession in decades. 
In a bow to the administration, 
they also include billions 
for development of new 
information technology for the 
health industry, and billions 
more to lay the groundwork 
for a new environmentally 
friendly industry that would 
help reduce the nation’s 
dependence on foreign oil. 

At the same time, the 
differences are considerable. 
The measure nearing approval 
in the Senate calls for more 
tax cuts and less spending 
than the House bill, largely 
because it includes a $70 
billion provision to protect 
middle-class taxpayers from 
falling victim to the alternative 
minimum tax, which was 
intended to make sure the very 
wealthy don’t avoid paying 


taxes. 

Both houses provide for tax 
breaks for home buyers, but 
the Senate’s provision is far 
more generous. The Senate 
bill also gives a tax break to 
purchasers of new cars. 

Both houses provide $87 
billion in additional funds for 
the Medicaid program, which 
provides health care to the low 
income. But the House and 
Senate differ on the formula 
to be used in distributing the 
money, a dispute that pits 
states against one another 
rather than Republicans 
against Democrats. 

There are dozens of differences 
on spending. 

The Senate proposed $450 
million for NASA for 
exploration, for example, $50 
million less than the House. It 
also eliminated the House’s 
call for money to combat a 
potential flu pandemic. 

On the other hand, the Senate 
bill calls for several billion 
more in spending for research 
at the National Institutes 
of Health, the result of an 
amendment backed last week 
by Specter. □

LOS ANGELES - The 
Southern California mother of 
octuplets was implanted with 
embryos at a Beverly Hills 
fertility clinic run by a well- 
known — and controversial 
— specialist who pioneered 
a method for helping women 
conceive. 

Dr. Michael Kamrava’s name 
emerged Monday as a result 
of an interview aired Monday 
on NBC with Nadya Suleman, 
who gave birth to eight babies 
Jan. 26. 

Over the past two weeks, the 
identity of Suleman’s fertility 
doctor has been a source of 
great mystery because of 
questions over the ethics of 
implanting numerous embryos 
in a woman who already had 
six children. 

Kamrava, 57, did not 
immediately return a pager 
message left by The Associated 
Press, and a receptionist at his 
clinic near Rodeo Drive said 
he was not giving interviews. 
Without identifying the doctor, 
the Medical Board of California 
said last week it was looking 
into the Suleman case to see 
if there was a “violation of the 
standard of care.” The medical 
board said Monday it has not 
taken any disciplinary action 
against Kamrava in the past. 

In the NBC interview, Suleman 
did not identify her doctor by 
name, but said that she went 
to the West Coast IVF Clinic 
in Beverly Hills — of which 
Kamrava is director — and 
that all 14 of her children were 
conceived with help from the 
same doctor. In 2006, Los 
Angeles TV station KTLA 
ran a story on infertility that 
showed Kamrava treating 
Suleman and discussing 
embryo implantation. 

Kamrava graduated from the 
University of Illinois and 
went to medical school at 
Case Western University in 
Cleveland, according to state 
records and his Web site. 

Some fertility specialists said 
Kamrava is a controversial 
figure in the field. 

“He’s tried some novel 
techniques and some of 
those methods have been 
controversial,” said Dr. John 
Jain, founder of Santa Monica 
Fertility Specialists. 


Jain criticized the decision 
to implant so many embryos, 
saying: “I do think that this 
doctor really stepped outside 
the guidelines in a very extreme 
manner, and as such, put both 
the mother and children at 
extra high risk of disability and 
even death.” 

Dr. Jeffrey Steinberg, a 
professional acquaintance of 
Kamrava’s, said Kamrava 
worked to develop an embryo 
transfer device that allows 
doctors to implant an embryo 
— or sometimes sperm with 
an unfertilized egg — directly 
into the uterine lining. 

“Usually we inject the embryos 
into the uterus and they float 
around and attach themselves,” 
Steinberg said. However, 
Steinberg said there was no 
evidence the method improved 
success rates for pregnancy. 

It was not immediately known 
if the technique was used on 
Suleman. 

Suleman said she had six 
embryos implanted for each of 
her pregnancies. The octuplets 
were a surprise result of her last 
set of six embryos, she said, 
explaining she had expected 
twins at most. Two of the 


embryos evidently divided in 
the womb. 

Medical ethicists have 
criticized the implanting of 
so many embryos. National 
guidelines put the norm at two 
to three embryos for a woman 
of Suleman’s age, except in 
extraordinary circumstances. 
Kamrava’s clinic performed 
20 in vitro procedures on 
women under 35 in 2006, 
according to the most recent 
national report compiled by the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Of those 20 
procedures, four resulted in 
pregnancies and two in births. 
One woman delivered twins. 
The average number of embryos 
he transferred per procedure 
for women under 35 was 3.5, 
the report said. Fertility doctors 
often implant more than one 
embryo to increase the chances 
that one will take hold. 

An in-vitro procedure typically 
costs between $8,000 and 
$15,000. Asked on NBC how 
she was able to afford the 
treatments, Suleman said she 
had saved money and used 
some of the more than $ 165,000 
in disability payments she 
received after being injured in 


a 1999 riot at a state mental 
hospital where she worked. 

Dr. Richard Paulson, who 
heads the fertility program at 
the University of Southern 
California, cautioned against 
rushing to judgment in this case 
because questions remain about 
the quality of Suleman’s eggs 
and whether there were any 
extraordinary circumstances 
that would lead Kamrava to 
transfer so many embryos. 

As for the technique Kamrava 
pioneered, “those of us who 
are the scientists in the field 
do not feel this is a significant

improvement,” Paulson said. 
He said some doctors advertise 
that technique as “a way of 
making patients feel that they 
are trying something new.” 

A call to Suleman’s publicist 
Mike Furtney was not 
immediately returned Monday. 
Suleman, who is 33, single 
and unemployed, told NBC’s 
“Today” show she was “fixated” 
on having children. Suleman 
said her doctor “did nothing 
wrong” and had warned her 
of possible complications to 
the pregnancy and risks to the 
development of the babies. □

Suicide attack kills four U.S. soldiers in Mosul

BAGHDAD - A suicide car 
bomber struck a U.S. patrol 
in northern Iraq on Monday, 
killing four American soldiers 
and an Iraqi interpreter in the 
deadliest single attack against 
U.S. forces in nine months. 
The blast occurred as U.S. 
vehicles were passing near 
an Iraqi police checkpoint 
in Mosul, Iraq’s third largest 
city and the last major urban 
battleground in the war against 
al-Qaida and other Sunni 
insurgents. 

American casualties have 
fallen to some of their 
lowest levels of the war 
since thousands of Sunnis 


abandoned the insurgency and 
U.S. and Iraqi forces routed 
Shiite militias in Baghdad and 
Basra last spring. Only five of 
the 16 U.S. service members 
who died in Iraq last month 
were killed in action. 

However, fighting continues 
in Mosul and elsewhere in 
northern Iraq — a conflict 
which U.S. officials say 
is driven in part by ethnic 
rivalries between Sunni Arabs 
and Kurds. Many Sunni 
extremists are believed to have 
fled north after being driven 
from longtime strongholds in 
Baghdad and central Iraq. 

A U.S. statement said three 
U.S. soldiers were killed at 
the scene of Monday’s attack.

A fourth soldier and the 
interpreter died of wounds at 
a military hospital, the U.S. 
said. 

An Iraqi police official, 
who spoke on condition of 
anonymity because he wasn’t 
authorized to release the 
information, said two Iraqi 
policemen and one civilian 
were wounded. 

It was the deadliest single 
attack against U.S. troops 
since May 2, 2008, when 
four Marines were killed in 
a roadside bombing in Anbar 
province, a former insurgent 
stronghold west of Baghdad. 
Four U.S. soldiers were killed 
Jan. 26 when two helicopters 
collided in the air near the 
northern city of Kirkuk, but 
U.S. officials said the crash 
did not appear a result of 
hostile fire. 

At least 4,243 U.S. military 
members have now died 
since the Iraq war began in 
March 2003, according to an 
Associated Press count. 
Despite a sharp drop in 
bombings, shootings and 
killings, security controls 
remain intense throughout 
much of the country. The U.S. 
military has expressed concern 
that violence could flare again 
because of the slow pace of 
political agreements among 
the country’s ethnic groups. 
The government announced 
Monday that tens of thousands 
of Iraqi security forces had 
been stationed along routes 


leading to the Shiite holy city 
of Karbala to protect religious 
pilgrims marching there for 
rituals this week. 

Attacks by al-Qaida in Iraq, 
other Sunni insurgents, Shiite 
extremists and a Shiite cult 
have killed hundreds of people 
during pilgrimages in recent 
years. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Shiite pilgrims are expected 
to visit Karbala by next 
Monday to mark the end of 40 
days of mourning that follow 
Ashoura, the anniversary of 
the seventh-century death of 
the Prophet Muhammad’s 
grandson Hussein. 

He was killed in a battle for 
the leadership of the nascent 
Muslim nation following 
Muhammad’s death in 632. 
Also Monday, two Iraqi 
security officials said four 
Iraqis transferred here from 
the U.S. detention center at 
Guantanamo Bay were being 
interrogated. 

The officials said the men had 
been arrested in Afghanistan 
and held at Guantanamo 
before being handed over to 
the Iraqis last month. The 
officials spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to speak to the 
media. 

President Barack Obama has 
ordered the detention center 
in Cuba to be closed within a 
year as part of his overhaul of 
U.S. national security policy. 
An estimated 245 men are 


being held, most of whom 
have been detained for years 
without being charged. 

A Shiite woman in Basra 
told the AP that one of the 
four was believed to be her 
brother, Hassan Abdul-Hadi 
Abdul-Said al-Jawhar, who 
disappeared in 1999 while 
serving with the Iraqi army in 
northern Iraq. 

The family heard nothing 
from him until 2004, when it 
received a handwritten letter 
from him indicating he was in 
Guantanamo. 

Neda Abdul-Hadi said her 
family was told Sunday by the 
International Committee of 
the Red Cross that her brother 
was back in Iraq, but she had 
been unable to communicate 
with him. She said the family 
had received no word from 
Iraqi authorities about his 
whereabouts. 

The Red Cross said it would not 
comment on individual cases. 
The Pentagon announced Jan. 
17 that it had transferred six 
detainees from Guantanamo 
— four to Iraq and the others 
to Algeria and Afghanistan but 
did not give their names. 

Hugh Handeyside, a Seattle 
lawyer whose firm had filed 
a motion for release on al- 
Jawhar’s behalf, told the AP 
by telephone that he had been 
detained in Afghanistan in 
2002 under “circumstances 
which are classically murky.” 
He was never charged, 
Handeyside said. □

“I cannot fathom in my 
mind anything more hellish, 
firewise,” said Jim Andrews, 
senior meteorologist at 
accuweather.com. He added 
that Australia’s vegetation, 
such as eucalyptus and gum 
trees, contain flammable 
aromatic oils. 

Flags across Australia flew 
at half-staff and Parliament 
suspended its normal sessions 
to hear emotional condolence 
speeches by legislators. 

Prime Minister Kevin Rudd 
was visibly upset during a 
TV interview and reflected 
disgust that arsonists may be 
to blame. 

“What do you say about anyone 
like that?” Rudd said. “There’s 
no words to describe it, other 
than it’s mass murder.” 
Attorney General Robert 
McClelland said anyone found 
to have deliberately set fires 
could face murder charges. 
Victoria Police Commissioner 


Christine Nixon said 
investigators had strong 
suspicions that one of the 
deadly blazes — known as the 
Churchill fire after a ruined 
town — was arson, and it 
could not be ruled out for 
others. 

Arson is not uncommon in 
Australian wildfires. Of the 
estimated60,000 fires inforests 
and other vegetation each year, 
about half are deliberately 
lit or are suspicious, the 
government-funded Institute 
of Criminology said earlier 
this month. 

In New South Wales State on 
Monday, a 31-year-old man 
appeared in court charged 
with arson in connection with 
a weekend wildfire north of 
Sydney. No loss of life was 
reported there, and he faces up 
to 10 years in prison. 

At relief centers, survivors 
wept and embraced as they 
reunited with neighbors and 
looked for loved ones. An 
impromptu message board at 


Whittlesea Community Center 
displayed yellow sticky notes. 
“Lisa, call me. We are worried 
about you,” one read. “Rob, 
Tash, Jorja and Leslie, Where 
are you? Call mom and dad,” 
read another. 

Many survivors said the speed 
of the fires caught them off 
guard and even those who had 
planned to evacuate found 


themselves forced to outrun 
flames sooner than expected. 
At Kinglake, a body covered 
by a white sheet lay in a yard 
where every tree and blade 
of grass was blackened. The 
burned-out hulks of four 
cars were clustered together 
haphazardly after an apparent 
collision. 

“What we’ve seen, I think, is 


that people didn’t have enough 
time, in some cases,” Nixon 
said. “We’re finding (bodies) 
on the side of roads, in cars 
that crashed.” 

Police sealed off Maryville, a 
town destroyed by another fire, 
and told returning residents 
and reporters they could not 
enter because bodies were still 
in the streets. □

A-Rod admits using performance-

NEW YORK - Alex Rodriguez, 
the player who would restore 
integrity to baseball’s home run 
record, admitted Monday to 
using performance-enhancing 
drugs himself. The All-Star 
third baseman said in an 
interview with ESPN that he 
used steroids with the Texas 
Rangers for three years, from 
2001 -03, in an attempt to justify 
his status as the game’s highest- 
paid player after signing a 10- 
year, $252 million contract. 
“Back then it was a different 
culture,” Rodriguez said. “It 
was very loose. I was young. 
I was stupid. I was naive, and 
I wanted to prove to everyone 
that, you know, I was worth, 
you know — and being one 
of the greatest players of all 
time.” 

He said he quit after 2003, his 
first of three AL MVP seasons, 
because “I’ve proved to myself 
and to everyone that I don’t need 
any of that.” He was traded to 
the New York Yankees before 
the 2004 season. 

The admission came two days 
after Sports Illustrated reported 
on its Web site that Rodriguez 
was among 104 names on 
a list of players who tested 
positive for steroids in 2003, 
when testing was intended to 
determine the extent of steroid 
use in baseball. The results 
weren’t subject to discipline 
and were supposed to remain 
anonymous. 

“When I arrived in Texas in 
2001,1 felt an enormous amount 
of pressure. I felt like I had all 
the weight of the world on top 
of me and I needed to perform, 
and perform at a high level 
every day,” Rodriguez said. 
“And I did take a banned 
substance and, you know, for 
that I’m very sorry and deeply 
regretful. And although it was 
the culture back then and Major 
League Baseball overall was 
very — I just feel that — You 
know, I’m just sorry. I’m sorry 
for that time. I’m sorry to fans. 
I’m sorry for my fans in Texas. 
It wasn’t until then that I ever 
thought about substance of any

kind.” 

Rangers owner Tom Hicks 
said the admission caught him 
by surprise. “I feel personally 
betrayed. I feel deceived 
by Alex,” Hicks said in a 
conference call. “He assured 
me that he had far too much 
respect for his own body to ever 
do that to himself. ... I certainly 
don’t believe that if he’s now 
admitting that he started using 
when he came to the Texas 
Rangers, why should I believe 
that it didn’t start before he 
came to the Texas Rangers?” 
The 3 3-year-old Rodriguez 
ranks 12th on the career list with 
553 homers, including 52, 57 
and 47 in his three seasons with 
the Rangers. He is 209 behind 
Barry Bonds’ record 762. 

Now, though, he’s on top of 
a much different list — the 
highest-profile player to 
confess to doping, joining 
teammates Jason Giambi and 
Andy Pettitte. 

Rodriguez’s admission is in 
stark contrast to the denials 
of former teammate Roger 
Clemens and Bonds. 

Bonds, a seven-time MVP, is 
scheduled for trial next month 
on charges he lied when he 
told a federal grand jury in 
2003 that he never knowingly 
used performance-enhancing 
drugs. Another federal grand 
jury is considering whether to 
indict seven-time AL Cy Young 
Award winner Clemens on 
charges he lied when he told a 
congressional committee last 


Associated Press 
year that he never used steroids 
or human growth hormone. 
SI.com reported Rodriguez 
tested positive for Primobolan 
and testosterone. 

“It was such a loosey-goosey 
era. I’m guilty for a lot of things. 
I’m guilty for being negligent, 
naive, not asking all the right 
questions,” Rodriguez said. 
“And to be quite honest, I don’t 
know exactly what substance I 
was guilty of using.” 

Rather than hold a news 
conference, as Giambi 
and Pettitte did for their 
confessionals, Rodriguez 
chose the controlled setting of 
an interview with ESPN, one 
of Major League Baseball’s 
television partners. 

The interview left open many 
questions: 

• Whom did Rodriguez obtain 
steroids from? 

• How did he pay for them? 

• Did anyone help him to obtain 
them? 

ESPN was scheduled to 
broadcast the full interview 
later Monday. 

Monday’s ESPN interview 
directly contradicted a 
December 2007 interview with 
CBS’s “60 Minutes,” when 
Rodriguez said “No” when asked 
if he had ever used steroids, 
human growth hormone or any 
other performance-enhancing 
substance. 

In his 2008 book, “Vindicated: 
Big Names, Big Liars, and The 
Battle to Save Baseball,” Jose 
Canseco claimed he introduced

Rodriguez to a steroids dealer. 
Canseco, who has admitted 
using steroids, subsequently 
said he had no knowledge of 
any drug use by Rodriguez. 
“They are looking in the wrong 
places,” Canseco said in a text 
message to The Associated 
Press. “This is a 25-year cover- 
up. The true criminals are Gene 
Orza, (union head) Donald 
Fehr and (commissioner) Bud 
(Selig). Investigate them, and 
you will have all the answers.” 
SI said that Orza, the union’s 
chief operating officer, tipped 
off three players in September 
2004 that they would be tested. 
Orza has repeatedly denied that 
he tipped off players, saying he 
merely reminded them late in 
the season that if they had not 
yet been tested, baseball’s drug 
agreement required them to be 
tested by the end of the regular 
season. 

Orza, who has been widely 
criticized by media since the SI 
report, said in an e-mail to The 
Associated Press that he doesn’t 
care what the media says. 

“I know the facts,” Orza wrote. 
Rodriguez said Orza told him 
in August or September 2004 
about the list of names that 
had been seized by federal 
investigators. □
